Factions Must Compose Differences or 
United States Will Take Hand

Washington, June 2.—^In a statement 
to the American people today President 
Wilson served notice on the factional 
leaders of Mexico that unless within "a 
very short time" they united to set up 
a government which the world can rec- 
ognize, the United States "will be con- 
strained to decide what means should 
be employed by the United States In 
order to help Mexico save herself and 
serve her peopLe." 


Signalizing a change from the "watch- 
ful waiting" policy, which has guided 
relations with Mexico for more than two 
years, the president's statement was re- 
garded everywhere in ofi&cial diplomatic 
quarters as notice of a new and vigorous 
policy to restore peace below the Rio 
Grande. 


Everywhere it was inteipreted as a 
warning that the patience of the Unit- 
ed States is exhausted. 
What steps the 
president is prepared 
to 
take if his 
v/arning goes unheeded, is not disclosed 
in the statement. 
In high ofSdal quar- 
ters, nevertheless, 
no 
doubt existed 
that the president is prepared to pro- 
ceed. 


Text of the Statement. 


The statement, which goes to Car- 
ranza, Villa, 
Zapata 
and 
Garza, the 
principal leaders, not as a diplomatic 
note from the United States, btit as a 
declaration of President Wilson's atti- 
tude, expressed in a statement to the 
Americaai people, is as follow^: 


"For more than two years, rerolu- 
tionary conditions 
have 
existed in 
Mexico. The purpose of the revolution 
wa.s to rid Mexico of men who igjiored 
the constitution of the republic and 
used their power in contempt of the 
rights of its people and Avith these 
purposes the people 
of 
the United 
States instinctively sympayiized. But 
the leaders of thn revolution in the 
very 
hotir of thoir success have dis- 
agreed and turned their arms against 
one another. 


"All professing the same objects, 
they are, nevorthcless, unable or im- 
•willing to CO-operate. 
A central au- 
thority at Mexico City is no sooner 
set up than it is undermined and its 
authority denied by those who were 
expected to support it. 
ÍÍ0 Nearer Solution. 


"Mexico is apparently no nearer a 


solution of her tragical troubles than 
she was when the revolution was first 
kindled. 
And she has been swept by 
civil warfare as if t>y fire. Her crops 
iire destroyed, her fields lie unseeded, 
her work cattle are confiscated for the 
use of the armed factions, her people 
flee to the niouoitains to escape beinji 
drawn into unavailable bloodshed and 
no man seems to see one to lead the 
way to peace and settled order. There 
is no proper protection either for her 
own citizens or Jor 
ibe 
citixens of 
other nations, resident and at work 
within hfr territory. 
Mexico is starv- 
anrl nnd without a governme(nt. 
Cannot Be Indifierent. 


"ill these circumstances people and 
the government of the United States 
cannot stand indifferently by and do 
nothihg to save their neighbor. 
They 
want nothing for themselves in Mex- 
ico. 
Least of all do they desire to 
settle her affairs for her, or claim 
any right to do so. 
But neither do 
they wish to see utter ruin come upon 
her and they- deem it their duty as 
friend and neighbors to lend aoy aid 
they properly can to any instrument- 
ality which pronii««» to be effective 
in bringing about a settlement wluch 
will embody the real objects of the 
revolution—constitutional 
government 
and the rights of the people. 
Pa- 
triotic Mexicans a^e sick at heart and 
cry out for peace and for every self- 
sacrifice that may be neoeesary to 
procure it. 
Their people cry out for 
food and will presently hate as much 
as they fear every man in their coim- 
try or out of it, who stands between 
them and their d^ily bread. 
Time to Beclare Policy. 


"Tt is time, 
therefore,

States 
should frankly state the policy which 
in these extraordinary circumstances 
it becomes its duty to adopt. 
It 
must presently do what it has not 
hitherto done or felt at liberty to do

an effort to ignore, if they cannot 
unite, the warring factions of

Various local organizations, including 
the Commercial club, and prominent cit- 
izens will be asked to make protest to 
the war department urging the vacating 
of the order, which, if carrieil out, will 
result in Fort Wayne 
virtually 
being 
without representation in the national 
gimrd of Indiana since the abolishment 
of Battery B by order of Governor Rals- 
ton some months age. 


The action of'the federal government 
in withdrawing of all state and national 
property now in the possession of the 
local company came like a thunderbolt 
out of a clear sky. I t was wholly imex- 
pected, especially in view of the compli- 
ments paid to the local officers by Lieut. 
Philip Remington, U. S. A., who inspect- 
ed the company, its quarters, 
books, 
officers' quarters and the efficiency of the 
command from a military point of view 
on Monday evening, May 8.

On Board S. S. Finland, en route Pan- 
ama to San 
Diego, May 16.—Going 
through the Panama canal is like sailing 
through two moderate sized beautiful 
artificial lakes. 
One is about eighteen 
miles long; the other about nine miles. 
The Avaters are placid, the shores are 
indented and covered with Avonderfully 
variegated tropical growth. 
Sometimes 
they arc distant and sometimes a few 
feet from the steamer. 
^Vhen close, a 
bird chorus, as of hundreds of little ca-^ 
naries, is heard. At first there 
mc ' 
SAvampy looking flats, and later quite 
respectable hills—^all very 
picturesque 
and pleasing. 
Snags and the bare skele- 
tons of dead trees, killed by the rising 
Avaters, mar the beauty in places; but 
these are rapidly rotting and dropping 
into the AA-ater. 


Of course there are the locks, like 
stairways at each end of the lake—at 
iirst three big steps to get up into the 
first big lake, eighty-five feet above the 
Atlantic, then tAVo steps doAvn to get 
into the smaller lake; and then three 
steps TToAvn to the sea level canal. Order- 
liness is tho keynote of the .locks. All 
moves like clockAVork. 
The big ship 
slips into the cement tank; the' gates 
close behind Avithout a jolt or a jar, 
the water wells up mysteriously from 
beneath, and the happy looking negroes 
carrying the haAvser line look up and 
smile. 
Nobody seems to be doing any- 
thing. 
Everything happens by magic, 
of its oAA-n accord. 
Tlie mother whose 
husband is a canal employe, comes down 
AA'ith the baby in her arms and watches 
the ship through, much as the country 
dAveller goes to the station to see the 
evening accommodation arrive and de- 
part. 
The baby waves a t the passen- 
gers and the passengers think of babies 
at home and wave back. 


The Culebra cut is still difficult of pas- 
sage. 
The dredges and blasters were at 
AA-ork when'we \rent through and there 
Avere five minutes Avhen the Finland Avas 
on the bottom and passengers Avondered 
Avhether it would get off. The captain's 
one idea after leaving NeAv York Avas 
to "et past the point of a possible block 
bj' slides. Any delay must come at the 
Pacific end of the ditch. 
So a t Panama 
(Balboa and Ancon) we anchored for a 
night and a day, and the passengers went 
ashore and bought Panama hats, pongee 
silk, Palm Beach suits and things to 
eat. 
Some stopped at the government 
hotel, the Tivoli, and are willing to give 
a testimonial to Uncle ' Sam as hotel- 
keeper. I t was clean, cool, comfortable, 
well appointed Avith good food a t rea- 
sonable rates. 


The heat a t the canal zone was ac- 
tually less than before arriving and aft- 
er leaving there. Soon after leaving Ncav 
York blankets and Avraps are discarded 
and for many days the weather is tropi- 
cal. 
Off the gulf the ocean water was 
h'6 Fahrenheit and the air much hotter. 


Before these trips are a complete suc- 
cess from the point of view of the pleas- 
ure-seeker (a majority of our passengers 
were such) several things will have to 
be done. 
There must be more stops and 
moro time a t the stopping places. A

Andrews, Ind., June 2,—Lessel Long, 
a noted veteran of the civil war and 
famed as the author of a book describ- 
ing his

in 
Andersonville 
prison, was buried here yesterday after- 
noon, at the age of seventy-seven years. 
Mr. Long was a native 
of 
Randolph 
county, Indiana, and at the outbreak 
of the war was engaged in the manufac- 
ture of buggies at Antioch, now called 
Andrews. 
He enlisted and served with 
his regiment until captured by the con- 
federates and placed in the stockade at 
Andersonville, Ga., the most infamous 
of all the southern prison pens. 
There 
he remained for a year or more.

years afterwards he wrote a book en- 
titled, "Twelve Months in Anderson- 
ville." 
The story embodied the experi- 
ences of Mr. Long during the time that 
he was in prison. It was printed serial- 
ly in the Andrews Signal, a newspaper 
of which Thad Butler, of Huntington, 
was the editor. It first appeared in the 
paper about thirty-two years ago.

what kind of business is this war thing, anyway, when judged 
hy the laws and morals that govern individuals? Just suppose- 


That you're walking down the street and a fellow bumps into 
you and then says : "Can't you see where you're going? Get outta 
my way next time, or I'll hand you one." This makes you peeved, 
because it wasn't your fault at all. You feel that if you proudly ig- 
nored this threat—and the lowbrow who uttered it—that you would 
look like a poor, spineless coward. Maybe you ought to "consider the 
source," etc. 
But you notice that other passersby, who heard it, 
have paused just long enough to note the result and you recognize 
one or two of them as your neighbors. You "don't want any trou 
ble." But what are you going to do? 
Swallow it and go on—or 
rhat? 


This all goes through your mind like a flash. You feel rather 
nervous, but you also feel that in order to maintain your standing in 
the community as a regular fellow, who doesn't want trouble but 
who won't let anyone pick on him (where it can be heard by others 
at any rate) that it's up to you to say something.

This looks better. The passersby stop. The other fellow is now 
up against it, just like you were; he's got to do something now to 
maintain his own standing. 
Things begin to happen. 
First thing 
you know you're in a fight. You didn't want a fight. You didn't ex- 
pect to fight. You hadn't had one in years. But here it is. With- 
out warning. What's the answer? Do you maintain your standing 
by showing that you're not afraid to fight if someone picks on you? 
Not at all ; not at all. A policeman amves. He rings for the patrol. 
You and your opponent are pinched almost before the fight got 
started—to the intense joy of the crowd that likes a little excitement 
—whether it's a fight or a pinch. And from'starting with the most 
justifiable motivés in the world—those of merely maintainiing your 
right to be let alone and not picked on—you suddely are confronted 
by the fact that to be arrested as the result of a fight is a disgrace. 
And you get nowhere except into trouble, for it's "against the law" 
to fight. Our whole theory of civilization is based on that—otherwise, 
they say, we would have anarchy. So there you are. 


But—^when one country affronts another, and each refuses to 
back down because of pride or national honor, and the affair ends in 
a fight, it'g glorious. It's patriotism. It's war. It is not "against 
the law. ' ' About the only real difference is that instead of one man 
fighting another man, several millions fight several other millions 
Then it isn't disgraceful. It is heroic. And they pin medals on you 
for doing things they'd lynch you foi' if you were settling a private 
grievance. 


Wê*ré not saying this isn't perfectly natural and correct, be- 
sause, as most people in this world seem to be willing to fight to 
prove that nobody can pick on 'em, war must naturally be biological- 
ly accurate. But if war is correct you'd think, perhaps, that the 
custom of legally prohibiting two men from fighting it out is wrong. 
Both can't be correct. So, we merely ask as we did at the start, 
tvhat kind of business is this war thing, anyway, that makes what we 
usually call an offense against thé law, or even a crime, suddenly in- 
to a virtue? There is something, somewhere, in the unexplored 
realms of psychology that may explain it, but, personally, we 
have'nt met the explanation. 


It will be a matter of much regret if efforts to procure the re- 
scinding of the preliminary order for the disbanding of Company D 
of the Third regiment, Fort Wayhe's only remaining representation 
in the Indiana guard fail.

No thoughtful man 
or woman can reflect upon the respon- 
sibilities and dangers of the engineers 
who hurl trains through storms and 
darkness, over bridges shaken by rivers 
at flood height, around mountain curves 
where the track may be blocked by a 
slide of r6ck or by a greattree torn up 
by the roots, far above the railway 
line, 
without realizing that of such stuff are 
made the heroes who win glory in bat- 
tle for their native land.

who serve the needs of civilization in 
time of peace, the locomotive engineers 
are always piling up a great mass of 
evidence that the world does not nee<l 
war to prove or school the courage of 
the men of the twentieth century. They 
are entitled to high rank among the 
heroes of peace and they are honored 
accordingly by those who understand 
the work they do and the perils they 
face smilingly, as part of the everyday 
experience of life.

SOAP AND MORALS. 


(Pittsburg Dispatch.) 


City Comptroller Prendergast of New 
York opposes 
increasing 
free public 
baths, contending, strangely enough for 
a former Progressive leader, that he Is 
not one bit impressed by the argument 
that baths prevent 
lawlessness 
and 
raise the standard of morals. "I doubt," 
he says, "if morals are as high today 
generally as they were 24 years ago be- 
fore the community had any of these 
uplifting facilities." Replying to a ques- 
tion about cleanliness being next to God- 
liness, ho said all that was necessary 
wag soap and water and the inclination, 
particularly the last, which the city, 
he thought, could not hope to furnish. 


Yet 
the civilizing influence of soap 
is traditional. 
The bathtub has been 
exalted into a national ideal in Eng- 
land and a national reality in the Uni- 
ted States. 
The backward peoples have 
no baths. 
Physical cleanliness, not in- 
fallibly, perhaps, but the tendency such 
as it may be is that way. As to the in- 
clination, may not the city supply even 
that by offering the temptation oi bath- 
ing? 


Aside from the questions of morals, 
how about health? Surely the comptrol- 
ler will admit that cleanliness improves 
health and that is certainly a function 
that the municipal government ought to 
be interested in. But the most amazing 
thing about his utterance is the implica- 
tion that this former battler at Ar- 
mageddon should now deny there has 
been any moral improvement in 20 ye)»«. 
Why, that embraces the whole period 
ditriiig Which the uplift and social ius- 
tice have become household words. Has 
it all, then, been in vain?

MEASLES F M TO 


BMIESJF^COUIITIir 


While Scaret Fever Claims 
Fewer Child Victims 
Than Usual. 


Washington, D. C., June 2.—The latest 
report on mortality in the "registration 
area" of the United States, relating to 
the calendar year 1913, issued by the 
bureau of the census, department 
of 
commerce, contains some interesting and 
significant figures with reference to vari- 
ous children's diseases. 


Among epidemic diseases the most pro- 
lific cause of child mortality is diph- 
theria. In 1913 this malady resulted in 
11,920 deaths throughout the repstra- 
tion area—the population of which in 
that year was about 85 per cent, of tie 
total for the country—and of this num- 
ber 10,513, or 88 per cent., were deaths 
of children under ten. 
Infants appear 
to be much less susceptible to diphtheria 
before the first year of life is complete 
than during the next few years. 
The 
numbers of deaths due to this cause in 
1913 were, for children under one, 913; 
between one and two, 1,857; between 
two and three, 1,781; between three and 
four, 1,498, and between four and five, 
1,293. 


The death rate (for all ages) from 
diphtheria in 1913 was 18.8 per one hun- 
dred thousand population for the entire 
registration area. 
This represents 
a 
very great decrease as compared with 
the corresponding death rate in 1900— 
43.3 per one hundred 
thousand—when 
the census bureau made its first annual 
collection of mortality statistics. 
The 
rates in cities of ten thousand and over 
Avero about 50 per cent higher than in 


smaller places. 
The mortality among 
negroes from diphtheria 
is 
decidedly 
lower than .among whites, the rates for 
the two classes in 1913 being 
eleven 
per one hundred thousand for the former 
and 19.3 for the latter. 


Measles Causes Many Deaths. 


It will surprise many to learn that 
measles—often thought of as a necessary 
but comparatively imlmportant malady 
of childhood—claimed a greater number 
of victims in 1913 and, for that matter, 
in a number of earlier rears, including 
1910, 1911 and 1912, 
than 
the 
more 
dreaded scarlet fever. The total mortal- 
ity from measles in the 
registration 
area in 1913 was 8,108. Of this number, 
2,011 deaths, or about one-fourth, were 
of infants under one year old; 4,573, or 
56 per cent., were of children under two; 
and 7,236, or 89 per cent., were of chil- 
dren under ten.

dicks had stated he Avas unable to sat- 
isfy the claim. 


Trying to Become a Senator. 


The financial and political career of 
Addicks has all of the color, romance, 
adventure and vim of a modern novel. 
There is no more remarkable chapter 
in the annals of the politics of any state 
than Addicks' bold attempt, extending 
over lifteen years, to capture the United 
States senatorship from Delaware. 


Ambition carried him high, and for a 
long time apparently held him a shining 
star in the 
firmament 
of politics and 
"high finance." He made men and- they 
destroyed him; he made the weak strong 
and they used their power to tear down 
his temple of wealth and influence; he 
made poor men rich and they used their 
wealth to undermine his fortune; 
he 
gave them shelter in high places and 
thoy turned him out, stripped and alone. 


Divorced by the supposed friends his 
money lured in the days of his afOucnce, 
Addicks, in the evening of his life, has 
nothing left but bitter memories.

Washington, D. C., June 2.— Aus- 
tria-Hungary's reason ror rejectmg tne 
demands of Italy is said to be her view 
that it would have resulted m an et- 
fective check-mating of both her com- 
mercial and her political interests on 
the Adriatic and the Mediterranean, al- 
most as thoroughly as were her Aegean 
•mbitions destroyed following the sue- 
ceesful struggle of the Balkan 
states 
with Turkey and the establishment of 
a Greater Servia," says a bulletin issued 
today bv the National Geographic so- 
ciety, which discusses the Italian de- 
mands as reported from Rome. 
"These 
demands, the dual monarchy contcnde<l, 
were planned to give 
Italy 
strategic 
control, naval and 
commercial, of the 
Adriatic, and also that their acceptance 
by Vienna would have struck a vital 
blow at the monarchy's future. 


"Ai minimum concessions, Italy asked 
the cession of the province of Trent in 
the Austrial Tyrol; the cession of east- 
ern Friueli east to Nabresina; the for- 
mation of a state entirely independent 
of Austria out of the territories, Triest 
and Istria; cession to Italy of the domi- 
nant islands off the lower Dalmatian 
coast, Curzola, Lissa, Lesina, Brazza and 
Maleda; the abandonment of Austrian 
interests in Albania and Austrian ac- 
knowledgment 
of 
Italian 
sovereignty 
over the Albanian port and great lank- 
locked bay, Avlona. 
These concessions 
Would have changed the status of the 
Mediterranean from that of an Austro- 
Italian lake to that of an Italian lake. 


"Such parts of the dual monarchy's 
coast line as Italy would have left in 
its undisputed possession 
is 
territory- 
that Servia hopes to get some day in 
the couroe of her natural expansion. 
To 
meet the minimum demands expressed 
by Rome, Austria must have surrender- 
ed her greatest seaport, Triest, the New 
York of southern Europe, together with 
her prindpal naval base, Pola, at the 
apex of Istria, upon whose development 
the dual monarchy has invested many 
millions of dollars, and must have aban- 
doned all hope of the strategic value of 
the Dalmatian coast with the cession to 
Italy of the large islands that screen 
it. 
Deprived of her Adriatic sea coast, 
her only ouilet to free water, Austria- 
Hungary felt that she would finally sink 
to the importance of a portless, land- 
bounded Servia. 


"Besides Italy's rivalry with Austria 
for leadership upon the Mediterranean, 
'irredentism' played a strong part in the 
determination of her demands. 
'Irre- 
dentism' is the desire of various nations 
to bring within their boundaries con- 
tiguotis areas inhabited by the same race 
speaking the same language and filled 
with the same idealB. Irredentism is an 
enthusiasm widely spread in Europe, an 
enthusiasm that has succeeded in great- 
ly oomplicating the issues of the pres- 
ent war. 
Thus, the Germans claim that 
•fw Baltic provinces are German, and 
must be reimited to their fatherland; 
Roumania, with still more reason, holds 
Transylvania 
and Bukovina as 'unre- 
deemed Roumania,' and this prevents her 
from reaching an imderstanding with 
the Germanic powers; Bosnia and Her- 
zegovina are 'unredeemed lands' to Ser- 
via, while Russia sees in Germany's Pol- 
ish provinces Slavonic lands in Teutonic 
bondage. 


"Italian irredentism affects not only 
Austria, but, also France. 
The French 
paid themselves for their valuable aid 
to Italy's cause of unity on the field 
of Solferino, by 
enriching 
themselves 
with Savoy and Nice.

ries. Below Fiume, the Austrian coast- 
land is peopled almost exclusively by 
Slavonic races. Up to Fiume, irredent- 
ism, or the movement to deliver fcllow- 
countr>-ni^i from the rule of strange 
peoples, was the main sprinjf of Italian 
action. 
Beyond Fiume, political 
and 
commercial rivalries dictated the Ital- 
ian course."

Roger Babson Marvels at the 
Vast Natural Wealth of Brazil 


Calls It "Land For 
Beginning Again" 
Government Will 
Give 1,745 Acres 
of Land to Home- 
steaders. 


(By Roger W. Uabson, written in Sao 
Paulo, Brazil.) 


Ever since I first touched the shores 
of Brazil I have been amazed a t its vast- 
ness, richness and opportunities. All are 
so great that words fail to properly ex- 
press my feelings. 


Recently, at sea, the preacher read a 
poem entitled, "The Land for Beginning 
Again." 
I was much struck 
by 
this 
poem. 
Certainly, southern Brazil is a 
"land for beginning again." 


If you feel your life is a failure, and 
if everyone about 
j^ou seems 
to be 
against you and you wish yoii could 
just start all over again, then go to 
southern Brazil. I do not mean by this 
that your life will be easy there and 
that you can get on without working. 
The southern part of Brazil is a pioneer 
countr.y, similar to southern California 
fifty years a^o. 


There are now no roads, no schools 
and no amusements in this undeveloped 
part of South America. You must hew 
trees for your home, dig wells for your 
water and catch fish or shoot fowl imtil 
you have raised your first crop. 
More- 
over, you must have" a rifle always a t 
hand to protect yourself 
and 
family 
against the outlaws who roam over all 
undeveloped land. 


But you Avill he free and healthy. You 
can be the independent man that you 
want to be. You can truly begin again. 


Of all the v. orld I know of no better 
place for beginning again than southern 
Brazil—the southern California of South 
America. 


Tliis section of South America has the 
finest climate in the world. I t is warm 
enough in summer to raise good crops; 
while it is not cold enough in winter to 
reiiuire artificial heat. 
There is a rainy 
season such as is common in southern 
California, but there na an abundance of 
sunshine. 


Where our coffee comes from—loading ships at docks of Santos^ BrazU. 


I use the word "spot" for this section 
covers but a small portion of 
South 
America. 
Nevertheless, this "spot" is 
about 600 miles long and 400 miles wide, 
located on a plateau between 2,000 feet 
and 3,000 feet above sea level. 


This spot which has this beautiful cli- 
mate is on the east coast 
of 
South 
America and hence bounded by the At- 
lantic ocean on the east. 
The -little 
country of Uruguay on the south, Argen- 
tine and Paraguay on the west, and the 
territory lying about Rio de Janeiro on 
the north. 
There are six gateways into 
this country—^viz, 
Santos, 
Paranagua, 
Sao Francisco, Imbituba, Porta Alegre 
and Rio Grande. 
From Santos probably 
came the coffee which you drank this 
morning. 


All of these seaport towns 
are hot. 
But if you Avill go immediately to the 
railway station, in two hours you can 
be Tip in the highlands which begin about 
sixty miles from the coast. 


Once in the high countrj' your trou- 
bles •will be over. 
Here the climate is 


unsurpassed. 
At last you have reached 
the "land for beginning again." 


The government of Brazil allows im- 
migrants 225 acres for cultivation and 
1,250 for pasture. 
This costs about two 
dollars per acre along the railway or 
about what our early settlers in Ohio 
paid fifty years ago. 


The land is very much of the same 
character with considerable woods, many 
streams of water and.deep 
rich 
soil. 
There is no doubt in my mind but that 
this land now obtainable 
in 
southern 
Brazil, at less than five dollars per acre 
will sell for twenty times this amount 
in less than fifty years hence. 


If one will go further from civiliza- 
tion—over toward 
Paraguay—just 
as 
good land can be purchased 
for thirty 
cents per acre. 


Not onh- is the land rich 
and the 
woods valuable, but the country aboimds 
in rivers, waterfalls and other natiiral 
resources. 
Even in the present time this j 
section boasts the most manufacturing 
of any part of South America.

While Count Bemstroflf was in the 
blue room with the president, the It^il- 
ian ambasador, Count Macchi Di Cellere, 
arrived but the two diplomatists, whose 
nations are on opposite sides in the war, 
did not meet. 


Decline to Make Statement. 


White house officiais declined to make 
any statement regarding Count Bern- 
storfT's visit, 
saying 
t_he engagement 
was made at the ambassador's request 
and that it would be improper for the 
president to say anything concerning it. 


Reports 
that 
the 
ambassador had 
made any definite prx)posals were gener- 
ally discounted. 
The president has al- 
ready begun the preparation of the next 
note to Germany and it was not ex- 
pected that the call of the ambassador 
would have any material effect either 
on its seaiore or wording. 
Immediately 
after his visit to the white house Count 
BernstrofT returned to the embassy and 
went into conference with the head of 
the chancellory. 
It appeared that he 
was about to communicate with Berlin 
Sought By Ambassador. 


The meeting between the 
president 
and the ambassador or Germany was 
the first sought by Count von BernstorfT 
since last September when he returned 
from Germany after a summer's visit 
The call was then to pay his respects. 


Today his visit was concerned with 
the delicate relations that have arisen 
between Germany and the United States 
over the loss of more than one himdred 
Americans when the Lusitania was sunk 
and other violations of American rights 
on the high seas. 


Realizes Seriousness. 


The German 
ambassador 
has 
told 
friends that he realizes the serioxieneBs 
of the situation and is anxious to do all 
that he can personally to prevent a rup- 
ture in friendly relations. 
He is unable 
to communicate easily, however, with 
his government because German cables 
were cut by the allies. 
Consequently, 
high officials did not believe the am- 
bassador could bring any proposal from 
the German government differing from 
the answer which von Jagow, the for- 
eign minister, gave to the foreign note 
last Saturday. This was pronounced un- 
satisfactory in cabinet council yester- 
day. 


The importance of 
the 
conference, 
however, lies in the fact that while the 
interview was sought without instruc- 
tion from the German government, the 
views which the 
president might ex- 
press to the ambassador would be trans- 
mitted by the latter to Berlin and would 
naturally be taken into 
consideration 
there in connection with the note which 
the United States plans to send before 
the end of the week. 


U. S. Stand Will Be Firm. 


The unvarying determination of the 
United States to hold Germany to t% 
"strict accoimtability" for violations ot 
American rights is to be embcMlied in the 
note, the drafting of whicli was under 
way today. 
The main point of the docu- 
ment which is to be brief and will bo 
dispatched before the end of the week 
very probably will be an inquiry to as- 
certain, definitely and promptly if the 
German government intends to adhere to 
the 
principles 
of 
international 
law, 
hitherto accepted universally, or to con- 
duct ita mariiim« warfare according-.tff^ 
its omi ruPui. • 
. 


set forth ^ 
the. United States that every 
unarmed ;inerchant ship must be visitel 
and searched and the crew taken to i 
place of saiety before the cargo of con 
traband is destroyed will be followed 
it is generally predicted by a severance 
of diplomatic intercourse with Germany, 
There was pessimism in some quar 
ters over the a.mb&ssador's visit because 
it was pointed out that the American 
point of view had been explained in de 
tail by Ambassador Gerard in Berlin to 
high German officials.

ROUMANIA MAY STRII/£. 


With Bulgaria Likely to Enter War on 
Side of Allies. 


London, June 2.—Roumania is now 
occupying the "seat of imeasy neutral- 
ity," lately held by Italy.

working hard to bring about an under- 
standing between 
Bulgaria

mania. Rumors are rife that Roumania 
is mobilizing an army of 1,000,000 aa§n

Frankfort Zeitung has called for ces- 
sions to prevent Roumanian interven- 
tion.

Loughman told a graphic story 
of how he battled with death nearer 
the ocean's bottom outside 
Honolulu 
harbor where the submarine F-4 and her 
twenty-one entombed men lay. 


"I descended about iO o'clock on the 
morning of April 17 to the F-4, whicb 
was lying at a depth of about 250 feet," 
he said. 
"I w^alked around the subma- 
rine to ascertain that tbe cables were 
f properly attached. 


"I could detect nothing wrong with 
the diver, but some of the seams must 
have opened under the pressure of that 
depth. 
There was no evidence of an ex- 
plosion. 


''When I gave the signal to be hauled 
up I arose only a few feet when tbe line 
became fouled with one of the cables, 
and I was thrown forcibly against the 
other cable and bad!y 
bruised. 
The 
pressure there was terrific, and as the 
hours pa8.sed the agony became intense. 
I was in constant telephonic communica- 
tion with the men up above and advised 
them what had happened 
and 
what 
to do. 


"F. W. Crill-y, another diver, 
finally 
freed my line from the cable, but I was 
raised only about ten feet at a time, as 
they feared to reduce the pressure too 
suddenly. 
A\Tien about seventy 
feet 
from the surface I became delirious, but 
managed to babble that I could stand it 
no longer and asked to be hauled the 
remaining distance at once. 


"I was still conscious when they drew 
me to the deck of the dredger, biit with 
the release of the pressure, I was seized 
with the 'bends,' a painful 
muscular 
spasm, and had to be placed in a com- 
pressed air tank to relieve mv suffer- 
ing." 


Loughman is still unable to walk. He 
said that the greatest diffiCTilty is being 
experienced in raising the F-4,' owing to 
the depth. 
Loughman left San I-'ran- 
cisco on the cruiser Maryland with other 
divers and spccial apparatus for rais- 
ing the submarine.

MISTAKE, SAYS BERLIN. 


Berlin. June 2.—The German gov- 


ernment 
has transmitted a com- 


munication to James W. Gerard, the 
American ambassador at Berlin, ex- 
plaining that the torpedoing of the 
American stwuner Gulflight off the 
Soilly islands on May 1 wa.» a mis- 
take! Germany disavows any inten- 
tion of attacking harmless neutral 
ships, and in caseS where she is at 
fault, she offers to compensate. 


Ambassador Gerard was informed 


two days ago by the German ad- 
miralty staff that the Gulflight had 
been torpedoed in error, the com- 
mander of the submarine not notic- 
ing the American flag until after he 
liad given the order to fire. The com- 
munication from the German govern- 
ment referred to in tho above dis 
patch, evidently is in line with the

through the Panama canal is like sailiiij 
through two mode'rate sized beautifu 
artificial lakes. One is about eights* 
miles long; the other about nine miles 
The waters are placid, the shores ar 
indented und covered with wonderfull 
variegated tropical growth.

they are distant and sometimes a fe 
feet from the steamer/ When clone, 
bird chorus, as .of hundreds of little ca-. 
niirics, is heard. At first there 
are' 


iiwampy looking flats, and later.quite 
respectable hills—all very 
picturesque 


und pleasing. Snugs and the bare skele- 
tons'of dead trees, killed by the rising

Fewer Child Victims 


Than Usual. 


Washington, 1). C., June 2.-The latest 


report on mortality in the "registration 
area" of tho L'nited States, relating to 
the calendar year 1013, issued by th 
bureau of the census, department 
o 


commerce, contains some interesting and 
ignilkant figures with reference to van 
rag children's diseases. 


Among epidemic diseases the most pro 


ific causo of child mortality is diph 
.hcria. In 1913 this malady resulted i 
11,920 deaths throughout the registra- 
;ion area—the population of which in 
hat year was about 05 per cent, of the 
otaffor the country—and of this num- 
ber 10,513, or 88 per cent., were deaths 
of children under ten. Infanta appear 
to be much less susceptible to diphtheria 
before the first year of life is complete 
than during the next few years. The 
numbers of deaths due to this cause in 
1913 were, for children under one, 913; 
between one and two, 1,857; between 
two and three, 1,781; between three and 
four, 1,498, and between four and five, 
1,293. 


Tho death rate (for all ages) from 


diphtheria in 1913 was 18.8 per one hun- 
dred thousand population for the entire 
registration area. 
This represents 
a 


very (Treat decrease as compared with 
the corresponding death rate in 1900— 
43.3 per one hundred thousand—wher 
the census bureau mado its first annua 
collection of mortality statistics. The 
rates in cities of ten thousand and over 
were about 50 per cent higher than in 


smaller places.

Measles Causes Many Deaths. 


It will surprise many to learn that

1911 and 1912, than the more 


dreaded scarlet fever. The total mortal 
it.y from measles in the

and 7,236, or 89 per cent., were of chil- 
dren under ten.

"Italian irredentism affects not only 


Austria, but, also France. The French 
paid themselves for their valuable aid 
to Italy's cause of unity on the field 
of Solferino, by 
enriching themselves 


with Savoy and Nice. Thus. Italian ir- 


redentism looks to lands and country-1 


men lost to France as well as to Aus- 
tria. The Trent province of Tyrol was 
demanded n[ Austria by the Italians 
solely on the liases of unredeemed Ital- 
ian laud; this land bad been Italy's and 
it was peopled by Italians who have 
clung to their mother-tongue. Likewise, 
the. coast-lands around the Gulf of Triest 
and around the Istrian peninsula 
arc 


largely inhabited hy 
Italian-speaking 


people, though some of this territory has 
been in Austrian possession for centu- 
ries. Below Fiume, tho Austrian coast- 
land is peopled almoat exclusively by 
Slavonic races. Up to Fiume, irredent- 
ifcin, or the movement to deliver fellow- 
countrymen from the rule of strange 
peoples, was the main spring of Italiar 
action.
